Mr. C h a se presented a petition from citizens of 
Santa Barbara county, asking th at the 30th day of 
May he m ade a legal holiday. 
M r. H it t e l l presented a petition from citizens of 
California, asking th at an am endm ent to the Co - 
stitution he subm itt, d to the people, providing th at 
the right to vote * hall not be denied ou account of 
sex. 
Referred to the Committee on Elections. 


REPORTS. 
Mr. H it t e l l , from the Committee on City and 
Town Governments, reported back favorably a sub­ 
stitu te for Senate Bill ho. 479—An Act to provide 
for funding the indebtedness of cities having a pop­ 
ulation exceeding 7,000 inhabitants. 
Mr. N yk, from the Committee on Judiciary, re- 
j>orted back, amended in accordance with instruc­ 
tions, Senate Bill No. 289—An Act to amend Sec­ 
tion 535 of the Code of Civil Procedure, relative to 
w rits of attachm ent. 
Also, reported hack w ithout 
recommendation and amended in accordance w ith 
instructions, Senate Bill No. 156—An Act to regu­ 
late the practice of medicine in the State of Califor­ 
nia, etc. 
Also, w ithout recommendation, Senate 
Bill No. 103- An Act to amend Sections 245, 248 and 
249 of the Political Code, relating to Clerks of the 
Senate and Assembly. 
Mr. Hens* n reported a substitute for Senate Pill 
No. 156, above reported. 
Mr. Nye also reported back, amended iu accord­ 
ance w ith instructions. Senate Bill No. 396—An Act 
to amend Section 542 of the Code of Civil Proced­ 
ure, relating to the levy of attachm ents. 
Mr. R o w e l l , from the Committee on County and 
Town Governments, reported back favorably Senate 
Bill No. 434—An Act to empower consolidated cities 
a nd counties of over 100,000 inhabitants to pay out 
of the General Fund demands for r e n t« f Court­ 
rooms and cham bers for Superior Courts, and of po­ 
lice stations, and for salaries of ja u ito rs; and Sen­ 
ate Bill No. 435—An Act to empower consolidated 
cities and counties of over ICO 000 inhabitants to 
m ake alterations to county prisons and county jails 
for sanitary purposes.

Senate Bill No. 39—am ending the Penal Code— 
having been amended in the Assembly, was referred 
to the Committee on Judiciary. 
Senate Bill No. 399—on education—was referred 
to the Com m ittee on Education.

Bills were introduced, read first tim e aud referred 
as follows: 
By Mr. N yk—An Act to r revent the adulteration 
of honey. 
Committee on Agriculture. 
By Mr. N el so n 
An Act to provide for the election 
of Superintendents of Schools and A ssess'rs, and to 
fix their term s of office. 
Committee ou Elections. 


SECOND READINGS. 
The Senate took up the second-reading file as fol­ 
lows : 
Senate Bill No. 550—An Act to provide a contin­ 
gent fund for the use of the Senate—was ordered en­ 
grossed. 
Senate Bill No. 374—An Act to provide for the 
further extension of the water front line of the city 
and county of San Francisco, and the construction 
of the sea-wall (by Mr. Traylor)—was taken up out 
of nrd¿r and ordered engrossed. 
Senate Bills Nos. 134, 393,154 and 343 were passed 
on the file. 
Senate Bill No. 433—An Act relating to fishing in 
the waters of this State (by Mr. Gorman). 
Mr. C o n g er offered a substitute preventing all 
aliens from fishing in the waters of the State, which 
created considerable discussion, th at covered the 
same ground as all of the discussions on the Chinese 
question. 
The substitute was lost by a vote of 13 ayes to 20 
noes. 
Mr. G orm a n moved to amend Section 1 by m ak­ 
ing it “ all aliens iucapable of becoming electors of 
th is S tate.” 
The am endm ent was adopted and Section 2 was 
stricken out. 
Mr. H ittell said th at the bill would prevent 
women from fishing. 
lie moved th at the bill he in­ 
definitely postponed. 
Mr. Satterwuitb opposed the motion, and said 
th a t Mr. H ittell could find more technical excuses 
for voting against anti-Chinese bills than any man 
he ever saw’, j 
Mr. H ittell defended his position. 
He believed 
th at the Chinese were entitled to protection here. 
They had been invited here ju st the same as any 
other foreigners, aud as long as they remained he 
would vote to protect them . 
He had voted for a 
jo in t resolution asking for a modification of the Bur­ 
lingame treaty, and th at was as far as he would go. 
Messrs. 
G o rm a n, C o n g e r and 
K a n e 
strongly 
opposed the motion, aud urged the necessity of pro­ 
tecting the fisheries of the State from the depreda­ 
tions of the Chinese. 
Mr. N eumann moved th at the hill be passed on the 
tile for the day to give tim e to perfect it. 
Mr. L an g fo r d strongly opposed both motions. He 
showed clearly the necessity of protecting th e fish­ 
eries of the 8tate. 
Mr. Dickinson favored the m otion of Senator N eu­ 
m ann. 
'1 lie hill o u tfit tobe perfected. 
In its pres­ 
ent form it was unconstitutional. 
The m otion was lost by a vote of 15 ayes to 19 
noes. 
The motion to indefinitely postpone was lost by a 
vote of 7 ayes to 28 noes. 
Mr. West moved that the bill be recom m itted to 
the author w ith instructions to report to-morrow- 
m orning, the hill to keep its place on the file. 
Mr. P a rd k k moved the previous question, and the 
main question was ordered by a vote of 23 ayes to 5 
noes (the first time this session). 
The motion to recommit prevailed by a vote of 18 
ayes to 15 noes. 
Assembly Bill No. 210—An Act to amend Sections 
825 and 869 of the Penal Code, relating to proceed­ 
ings in cr minal actions prosecuted by indictm ent 
(by Mr. Tyler)—wa* passed on the file. 
Senate Bill No. 356—An Act to impose a license 
upon land-owners (by Mr. Johnson)— was read sec­ 
ond time. 
Mr. N y e moved th at the bill be indefinitely post­ 
poned. 
A call of the Senate was ordered, Senators Baker, 
Enos, Kyan and Davis being absent, the latter hav­ 
ing leave of absence. 
Senator Enos was brought to the bar of the Sen­ 
ate and excused, and on motion of Mr. G o rm a n, fur­ 
th er proceedings under the call was dispensed with. 
The motion to indefinitely postpone prevailed by 
a vote of 23 ayes to 13 noes 
Senate Bill No. 516—An Act to add certain sec­ 
tions to the Political Code, concerning the State Mil­ 
itia, and to be known as Sections 1978 and 1979 (by 
Mr. Di kinson)— was read second time. 
Mr. Enos spoke against the bill. 
It was one of 
the m ost novel and monstrous bills th at was e ver in­ 
troduced into any legislative body. 
No such bill 
had ever been passed in anv State of the Union. 
* Mr. Dickinson said the hill w as a copy of th e Illi­ 
nois law. 
Mr. G orm an wanted to know when th at law had 
been declared unconstitutional. 
Mr. D ic k in so n said the law had been declared u n ­ 
constitutional in Illinois. 
Mr. Co n g er opposed the bill. 
The Constitution of 
the L nited States said th at the right of the people to 
bear arm s shall not be abridged. 
This hill w as not 
only m onstrous out it was 
infamous. 
It 
was 
an ‘abridgm ent of the dearest rights of the citi­ 
zen. 
He hoped th at gentlem en would halt in 
th eir mad career and not destroy all the precedents. 
W hen had any independent company attem pted to 
upset the State governm ent. 
There was no danger 
from these companies. 
Mr. D ic k in so n spoke in favor of the bill and Mr. 
G orm an against it. 
The bill was rejected by a vote of 16 ayes to 20 
noes.

Mr. D ic k in so n gave notice of a motion to recon­ 
sider.

Mr. P o ol withdrew Senate Bill No. 324—An Act to 
provide for the settlem ent of the indebtedness 
created by the survey of the West Side Irrigation 
D istrict, and to m ake an appropriation to pay the 
same.

It was better 
for the State to lose all th at had been spent at Fol­ 
som than to continue the work there. 
The climate 
was had, the quarries would not pay, the w ater 
power was not good and the location was bad gen­ 
erally. 
Mr. L a u pso k would vote for the hill, but would do 
so under protest. He believed the location to be very 
unhealthy. 
31 r. E nos said if the institution could lie moved 
he m ight vote to move it, buW t could not he done. 
More btate Prison room was needed. 
The State had 
spent $300,000 at Folsom, and only §10,000 was nec­ 
essary to finish it.

Mr. W a tson said th at at first he was much opposed 
to the Folsom location, but after a full exam ination 
of all the circum stances he believed this bill ought 
to be passed. 
It was necessary to have more room 
for prisoners. 
San Quentin was full and could not 
receive the num erous prisoners now in the county 
jails. 
The state could work 350 prisoners in the 
quarries, under a contract now existing, at 50 cents 
per day. 
He should vote for the bill, believing it 
to be a necessity. 
Mr. K a n e opposed the bill. 
lie believed th at the 
Folsom prison was a job from beginning to end. 
The laboring people did not w ant to come in compe­ 
tition with convict labor. 
Ho had seen the dogs 
“ shake ” in the streets of Folsom. 
The roll was called, and the hill passed by a vote 
of 29 ayes to 7 noes. 
Senate Concurrent Resolution No 15—Relative to 
railroad companies and land patents (by Mr. Enos)— 
was read a third tim e, and passed by a vote of 36 
ayes to 0 noes.

A message was read from the Governor announc­ 
ing his approval of Assemby Bills Nos. 57 and 62. 


RECONSIDERATION. 
Mr. Camroic moved to reconsider the vote where­ 
by Assembly Bill No. 331 was passed 
He said his 
object was for the purpose of giving it a fair hear­ 
ing. The friends of the bill amended the bill, and 
when they had got it per ected to suit themselves, 
they cut off all other amendments by moving the 
previous question, thereby debarring members from 
expressing their sentiments. He did not believe 
members could afford to pass a bill through here 
that cannot bear to be investigated freely. If the 
friends of the bill are legislating in the interest of 
the people, let them submit it to the people. He 
stood here to work for the jieople, and not f«.r 
Moneybags. It is not right to railroad a bill through 
under the previous question. 
Mr. M ay said Camron Block 
had been heard 
f.oui. This bill, he said, had been fought inch by 
inch for two whole dajs, an J yet they ».ay it has 
been crammed down their throats. He was going 
to stand by the bill, for his party, as well as all 
other parties, is pledged to such a* measure as this. 
He read from the various platforms to show that 
all platforms had a pledge vith reference to this 
matter. The Workingmen’s platform was, he said, 
most explicit of all in reference to this ven matter.’ 
Tnere is not a party iu Californiv that da're go be 
fore the people without such clauses in their plat­ 
forms. 
Mr. Ben n ett favored a reconsideration, first, be­ 
cause there had been three attempts made to sprin" 
the previous question for the purpose of choking off 
debate. 
He was in favor of taking care of the 
debris, but uot iu favor of reclaiming swamp buds. 
He would never consent to hitcfiing on these 
reclamation schemes to be paid for out of the State 
Treasury. The Legislature is not called upou to do 
anything of the ku.d. 
Mr. McIntosh said he had wanted to amend the 
bill, but was shut off by the* previous question. If 
the bill was right and just it required no lobbying. 
He was in favor of a State tax, but uot for redama- 
tion purposes 
Mr. T y l e r said be had not hankered after the bill 
but he knew that this was *.he last chance. It was 
this or nothing, and he should rote not to reconsider 
If the district feature of the bill is stricken out he 
would vote against the bill, because the districts 
are fax more interested than the S ate at large. The 


discussion has been going on for days, and it is fully 
understood. There had been no gagging. 
Mr. Spencer said the gentlem an had misquoted 
the Democratic platform . 
He had voted against 
the bill. 
He read from the platform to show where 
his party stood. 
^ 
Mr. Bruner said he had voted for the bill because 
this was the last chance. 
He would now move for a 
reconsideration in order to have the bill am ended to 
suit the people. 
So far as the platform of the Re- 
publ can party was concerned, it never said th at the 
State should be taxed for the benefit of a few swamp 
land owners, and reclaim their lands for them . 
The 
opponents of th e bill had been cut oü from jierfect- 
ing the substitute. 
The friends of the ill had vio­ 
lated their pledge. 
He would propose am endm ents 
to cut out all iu reference to reclaiming swamp 
lands. 
Mr. H artson—This was h u t an opening wedge 
into the treasury. 
It will he followed next session. 
How can we follow this large appropriation by one 
for the Normal Schools. 
One or the other will be 
rejected. 
The appropriations this year will be enor­ 
mous. 
It is reasonable to suppose* th at the General 
Governm ent will appropriate .v>250,000 for the rivers 
of this State, and with the State and districts it will 
be enormous. 
He wanted them iners to pay a larger 
proportion of this expense. The tax placed on the 
m iners in this hill is little more than what they have 
to pay in litigation to defend themselves. 
Mr. Carr of Yuba said ho hod voted for the bill 
under a protest. 
He had done all in his power to 
keep this swamp land incubus from the bill, hu t it 
had been forced on the House. 
He would rather 
have the bill than nothing, bu t he called on all 
houe:t men to snatch th at rider from the bill. 
If it 
is not done the reaction will set in and swamp the 
whole scheme. 
He was in favor of reconsideration, 
in order to amend the bill. 
The State h s no right 
to rec’.aim these swamp lands. 
Mr. M a y bkll said Dr. May stood on three plat­ 
forms, while he himself stood on one and on the 
Constitution of the State. 
He could find nothing in 
h s platform in relation to the reclamation of swamo 
lands belonging to private land-grabbers. 
If what 
the friends of the bill say is tru e—th at this is a just 
bill—why need they fear to subm it it to th e people? 
He did not fina anything in his platform about 
slickens and swamp lands. 
Mr. SiNON favored reconsideration, because this 
bill had been railroaded through uuder the previous 
q estion. 
The platforms of all the parties have de­ 
clared in favor of reducing taxation, and hi re we are 
rolling up taxes bv the millions. The people will 
rem em ber the votes cast here. 
Mr. A nthony said he had favored electing the Di­ 
rectors by the people after the first term . 
The bill 
now before the house is alm ost identical with the 
original Brown bill, and is full of iniquity. 
He 
wanted it reconsidered in order to strike out these 
district clauses. 
The Constitution is the platform 
on which members stand. T hat is w hat governs. 
He considered this unconstitutional. 
Let such 
m easures as this go before the people. 
He did not 
believe the people at large favored such a hill as 
this. 
Mr. C a r r of Sacramento said he wanted bis voice 
heard in defense of the people against the machina­ 
tions of this lot of swamp land owners. 
The object 
of the district feature in the bill is to reclaim swamp 
lands in the hands of private individuals. 
There 
have been many petitions against the Parks hill, 
and yet this is the same bill over again. Mr. Young 
had favored the Parks bill, and then the Swcelland 
bill, and finally the present bill, always voting 
against the proposition to subm it it to a vote of the 
people. 
IIis constituents are not in favor of this 
district scheme. 
He was ir. favor of State aid to 
clean out the rivers and stop the debris, hut he 
would never give consent to this scheme for re­ 
claiming swamp lands. 
Mr. McDadr said the tactics pursued by the 
friends of the^biil were beneath the dignity of an 
honorable body. 
There arc members who voted for 
the hill who are not satisfied with it. They have 
been forced to do it. He wanted this corrupt swamp 
land scheme cut out. 
lie protested against the 
p utting of this tax upon San Francisco, and was as­ 
tonished at the action of the San Francisco repre­ 
sentatives in voting to levy this tax upon their con­ 
stituents. 
Mr. FiiiTON said he voted for the hill, believing 
th at it was th at or nothing. 
He would he in favor 
of the substitute offered by Mr. Bcnuett, if it could 
he passed, bu t he did not believe it had any earthly 
show. 
This is a great question, and there is an 
emergency at hand. 
There is no tim e for delay— 
there is no tim e to subm it it to the people. 
He had 
visited the scene, and when he had to look up teu 
feet to see the river which once was below the level 
of the country, he realized th at there was dan­ 
ger and th at lóm ething m ust be done at once. 
He 
had not consulted his people, hu t they are a people 
with big hearts, and he knew th at they would will­ 
ingly pay the tax, and say to the people of these 
counties, you shall not be destroyed. 
He himself 
paid considerable tax, and he should subm it to tins 
tax willingly. 
It was this hill or nothing, aud he 
should vote against reconsideration. 
Mr. L ank said the State could not afford to stop 
m ining. 
It is a great interest, and has been a great 
interest. They are willing to be taxed. 
The fann­ 
ers are willing to be taxed 
The State is willing to 
taxed. 
He wus not afraid to go home to his con­ 
stituents. The State m ust come to the rescue, and he 
believed in starting in now. 
If it is not right, the 
people can instruct the next Legislature to repeal it. 
Mr. S w e e tl a n d said Mr. Felton** argum ent was 
unanswerable. 
He had seen the danger, and was in 
favor of doing som ething at once. 
He was aston­ 
ished at the men who wanted to tax the miners 
alone, when the finest properties in the valleys arc 
owned by the men who have caused the damage. 
He hoped the vote would not be reconsidered. 
Mr. Shkrburn was in favor of reconsideration. 
He protested against the passage of any such bill as 
this. 
Mr. Brauniiart had no apology for his course. 
Som ething has got to be done. 
The substitute of 
Mr. Bennett proposes th a t the district which is 
most benefited shall be exem pt from a portion of the 
tax. 
The mem bers have seen the disaster. They 
have seen th e fairest parts of the State ruined, and 
yet they come here and say th at San Francisco 
has no interest in it, and should pay nothing toward 
a remedy. San Francisco has derived an immense 
revenue from the mines and the agricultural lands 
of the State, and she is entitled to stand by when 
these sources of wealth are to be protected, 
lie 
voted against subm itting this to the people because 
it was only a trick to heat the bill. 
Mr. G oklky supported the hill after having visited 
the scenes where m ountains are being washed down 
over the valleys ami destroying pleasant homes. 
In 
n g a rd to the swamp lands, any other country hut 
this would have had them reclaimed long ago. They 
ought to be reclaimed, both in a sanitary and m on­ 
etary point of view. 
He was opposed to reconsider­ 
ation. 
Mr. Chandler said he was opposed to reconsider­ 
ation. 
He liad opposed any swamp land steal, was 
against any Load steal, first and all the time. 
He 
viasin favor of State aid. 
He wanted som ething 
none, and he would not run the risk of defeating all 
measures. The children are now horn th a t will see 
the Bay of San Francisco destroyed if this is not 
stopped. 
He was bouud to stand* up in the interest 
of 
his constituents. 
lie did not believe any­ 
body would be hurt by this experim ent. 
Let it be 
tried. 
Som ething m ost be done, and done quickly. 
Mr. McCarty said he had opposed the bill. 
lie 
was willing for the State to pay a portion, hut by 
far the larger portion should come out of the swamp 
lands, because they reap the benefits. 
Mr. Young said when the subject was fir t 
broached all th e ideas were crude. 
The first hills 
had been found full of objections. 
lie had heeu 
the first to dispense with bonds upon the districts. 
He refused to support the Brown hill because it 
proposed to tax the districts alone. 
He had sup­ 
ported the Chamberlain bill, and the Carr bill, but 
they were beaten. 
Then he had prepared this com­ 
promise hill, trying to m eet the objections urged. 
If this hill is killed he did not believe 30 votes could 
be had for the Chamberlain hill. 
Mr. St a n l ey said there had been a good many 
acrobatic performances on this question 
There 
had bien a good m any somersaults turned on this 
question. 
He was opposed to the bill all the time 
There had been so much hacking aud filling and 
swapping th at it would prejudice the best hill in the 
world. 
Mr. W abon of Ventura said he had voted on all 
oc'iasions to improve the bill. 
He had worked to 
kick out the swamp laud scheme, bu t failed. 
If 
th at is dune, he would be willing to vote for the 
bill. 
If these swamp land owners had stayed away 
there would have been no trouble in arriving at a 
conclusion. 
Mr. H ersüy said he had voted against the bill, 
lie did not like the bill, though, personally, it 
would do him ¿p>od ill reclaiming his swamp land, 
h u t his constituents would never consent to be 
t txed for th at purpose. 
He was opposed to a dis­ 
trict tax. 
Mr M e r r y said he represented a district which 
pays three-fifths of all the taxes paid in San Fran­ 
cisco. 
The district contains all the banks, all the 
insurance companies, most of the wholesale m er­ 
chants. 
These men were anxious th at something 
should be done in this m atter, and he should set his 
own feelings aside and represent their wishes. The 
bill was not in every respect w hat he wanted, but it 
will be a beginning, and by next w inter the mistakes 
can be seen and represen atives will come here in­ 
structed by the peoule in the m atter. 
He would 
vote against reconsideration. 
Mr. Waso.n said th at would he ¿rood argum ent if 
the btate owns the land, bu t they are in the hands 
of individuals. That goes to build up a landed aris­ 
tocracy: That is where the objections come in. 
Mr. McCallion opposed the reconsideration. This 
is the >nly real workingman’s measure th at has yet 
passed this House. 
Mr. M o r s e said the bill contained a m ost iniquit­ 
ous feature, and that was his objection to it. 
He 
would vote for a hill granting State aid to stop the 
debris and rectify the river channels, bu t be would 
never vote for such a clause as this. 
All the way 
the fríenos of the hill have clung to this one thing— 
the reclamation scheme. 
He would never vote for 
it. 
lie did not know what these swamp land buz­ 
zards were hovering around for. 
Mr. York said he had noticed a spirit cropping 
out in the shape of a menace in relation to the Nor­ 
mal School. 
He scorned any such thing. The Nor­ 
mal School measure m ust rest upon its own merits, 
and so m ust this bill. 
Reconsiderations are good 
things, bu t what is this reconsideration fo r? it is 
simply to baat the bill. 
Debate has not been cut 
off, for the measures have been discussed for weeks. 
Members disagree as to the method, b u t all are 
agreed th at som ething m ust be none. 
There has 
been no new .acts develoj»ed to justify a reconsider­ 
ation. 
If there had been, he would have voted for 
it, hut such is not the case. The object is to kill 
the bill, as every man knows. 
And if it is recon­ 
sidered, th at means th at nothing is to be done this 
se>sion. 
* 
. 
Mr. C am ro n said he was not prepared to promise 
to support the bill until it is made to suit him. 
He 
acknowledged th at there was a necessity, bu t m em ­ 
bers cannot afford to vote for one bad clause in order 
to get som ething th at is ^t>od. 
He believed it im ­ 
practicable to impound the debris iu the m ounta ns. 
Thi* is bu t an entering wedge th a t will at last bank­ 
rupt the State. 
The m iners are as able to take care 
of the debris as the starvii g farm ers on the w est 
Side, to whom the State has ref used to give Slate aid 
for irrigating purposes. They are poor m eu,and get 
nothing; bu t when it comes to taking care of the 
debris of Moneybags, th e entire State, including 
those poor farm ers, is to be taxed.

The roll was called, and the motion to reconsider 
was lost by a vote of 34 ayes to 43 now.

n o r m a l sc h o o l- b u ild in g s. 
The Assembly proceeded to the consideración of 
the special o rd e r,, which was the State Normal 
School buildings, as follows: 
S nate Bill No. 336—An Act to provide for the 
erection of a building for the use of the Nor»* ’ 
School (by Mr. Baker). 
Mr. F elto n m o v ed to a m e n d so a s to m a k e th e wp* 
p ro p ria tio n §100,000 in ste a d o f §IfiO,000. 
Mr. A n th on y raov^d to further amend by making 
the appropriation §50,000. 
Mr. L e a c h favored the latter am endm ent. 
He 
said $50,000 with the §50,000 insurance would make 
a fund ample for the purposes designed. 
Mr. Maybkll thought §50,000 was too small a sum 
for Santa Clara. 
San Francisco and Santa Clara 
paid more money into the school fund and received 
less for it than any other counties in the State. 
Mr. 
W asson of V entura said he hwd been in­ 
formed that §100,000 would accommodate the pupils 
of the school huiiding burned down, and also he 
ample provision for all th at was needed. 
Mr. M a t h e w s was opposed to Normal Schools on 
general principles. 
He w’as oppose 1 to the whole 
bill, and did not see why the State should educate 
its teachers any more than it should lawyers or 
doctors. 
Mr. T y ler Faid the land on which the Nonnal 
School huiiding stood belonged to the State, and 
unquestionably some sort of building should be 
erected. 
It was better to make a good one. 
Three 
hundred and sixty thousand dollars had been ex­ 
pended for a branch prison and the State should not 
begrudge the sum of §200,000 to educate teachers 
to triun her children. It was not good policy to divide 
the appropriation up and m ake more than one 
school. 
Mr. Bruner said the sum of §150,000 had been 
unanim ously recommended bythe committee. W ith 
the insurance money this would m ake the sort of 
a huiiding required. 
In San Jose there were over 
500 pupils. There was needed one assembly room 
for general instruction, sixteen class rooms large 
enough for clashes of fifty, a laboratory, a physical 
room, a museum , and rooms for a trail, ing school. 
He opposed any reduc ion in th e sum awked for. 
Mr. M ay held th at the nonnal schools were a 
necessary part of the educational system oí the 
State. 
He was in favor of giving liberally to San 
Jose, and then giving som ething to other portions 
of the State. 
Mr. Spencer .said San Jose had given to the State 
a fine site for the Normal School. 
There had ac­ 
cum ulated vested rights ; under the original con­ 
tract the building cost nearly one-quarter of a m ill­ 
ion of dollars. 
N othing had been shown to demon­ 
strate th a t a necessary building could be erected for 
Ic ís than an §150,000 appropriation. 
'I here should 
be a unity of some sort in the education of the 
teachers of this State. 
A substantial safe building 
worthy of the State could not be constructed for 
less than §150,000. 
Mr. G orlky favored the proposition to erect a 
building at San Jose worthy of the State. 
This 
g reat interest, like all business in life, to he success­ 
ful m ust he consolidated. 
The N onnal School 
should not be divided. 
San Jose was a beautiful 
city, and in every way adapted for the location of 
the school, particularly as the Lick Universit} w ould 
be placed there. 
The sum of §150,000 should he 
given to ereet the institution. 
Mr. W a sson of Ventura said the Principal of the 
State Normal School had stated th at a good huiiding 
could he pu t up for §100,000. 
Let a |K>rtion of the 
sura asked for go to other sections of the State. 
Mr. H ardy looked upon the Nonnal School some­ 
w hat in the character of a high school, with the ad­ 
ditional instruction in the art of teaching. 
He 
thought §50,000, with the §50,000 insurance, was 
ample. 
He was also in favor of giving assistance to 
the northern and southern portions of the State. 
Mr. H a r r is said the question was simply w hether 
the State should have a normal school or not. Mem­ 
bers talked of this money as though it was squander­ 
ed. 
The question was no t w hether there should he 
a half-dozen State normal schools, but w hether there 
should he one in San Jose. The school had not been 
destroyed in San Jose, but was still iu existence, 
and should be given a house for its 500 pupils. 
Mr. 
B r a u n iia r t favored the am endm ent, bu t 
could not see why there should not be at least three 
normal schools in this State. The southern portion 
of the State, particularly, was entitled to some con­ 
sideration. 
Mr. 
B e n n e t t thought §100,000 would build a 
structure th at would answer all purposes. 
The 
tin.e had not come yet when California required 
more than one normal school. 
Mr. Mulho! land favored the am endm ent and 
thought §100,iXX) would erect such a huiiding as was 
needed. 
Mr. Me Co MAS opposed the am endm ent. 
Mr. McDadr favored liberal assistance to normal 
schools, not only in San Jose, hut other portions of 
the State. 
Mr. D uBrutz was w iring to give §100,000 to San 
Jose, hu t would faver the establishm ent of two or 
three other normal schools in the State. 
Mr. McI n to sh was in favor of only one normal 
school at present. 
Mr. Fox did not favor cutting down the appropria­ 
tion to §50,000; neither did he believe in putting 
§159,000 into any school building in the State. 
We 
ought lo be re sonably economical. 
He thought 
§100,000, in add tion to the §50,000 insurance, was 
an ample appropriation. 
Mr. m x o x favored the appropriation of a liberal 
sum for the scV.ool building at San Jose. He thought 
the bill should h * considered on its m erits. 
Mr. Carr of Yuba favored the am endm ent of Mr. 
F dton, bu t he thought the enacting clause of the 
bill should he stricken out. 
There .should be nor­ 
mal schools in other sections of the State as well as 
San Jose. 
Mr. C h a n d l e r hoped the am endm ent offered by 
Mr. Felton would prevail. 
He thought $100,000 
would ereet the building, and the §50,000 insurance 
would supply the furniture. 
He did not think it 
right to build three or four more normal school 
buildings in other portions of th-j State before the 
one at San Jose was provided for. 
Mr. S w fk tla n d said normal schools should he es­ 
tablished for the education and convenience of the 
people. 
Mr. M e rr y favored the am endm ent of Mr. Felton, 
and thought under it a building could be erected 
th at would m eet the requirem ents of the case. 
He 
also favored the establishm ent of normal schools 
wherever required. 
Mr. A nthony’s am endm ent to appropriate §50,000 
was lost—ay es, 26 ; noes, 51. 
• 
Mr. Felton’s am endm ent to appropriate §100,000 
was carried—ayes, 62 ; noes, 14. 
Mr. S w e e tl a n d moved to indefinitely postpone 
the hill. 
He said this was the same am ount placed 
in another bill. 
W ithdrawn. 
The Clerk finished reading the bill. 
Mr. B r a u n iia r t offered an am endm ent to Section 
2, to add th at no building shall be erected until a 
deed in fee simple for the land be n-ade to the State.

city of San Jose do the same. 
Mr. M ay did not feel sure b u t th at if the State Capi­ 
tol burned down the city of Sacramento m ight collect 
the insurance. 
The State should own the ground 
upon which public buildings stood as well as the 
buildings themselves. 
Mr. M aybkll opposed the am endm ent. The dona­ 
tion of land was given upon free grounds for educa­ 
tional purposes, and should be held by the State 
only so long as it was used for the objects desig­ 
nated. 
Mr. Fox said there were conflicting reports as to 
the title. 
The Committee on Education were in­ 
formed th at the deed was a conditional one, hut he 
was informed by the Mayor of the city of San Jose 
th at it was a clear deed.

N ew Y ork, March 25, 1880. 
You have seen how very indignant some 
of the theologic warriors of the Salvation 
Army, as it modestly styles itself, have 
grown because they have not been allowed 
to preach in the streets here without a 
license. 
They have even menaced Mayor 
Cooper, through Commissioner Railton, 
with the awful responsibility of leaving the 
town evangelically unexhorted, and Mayor 
Cooper, like the American Bavage that 
he is, has totally disregarded the menace. 
It is plain, inasmuch as he declined to set 
aside a municipal ordinance, that he is a 
rank atheist and bitterly hostile to the 
saving of souls. 
The Commissioner has 
not said so, hut he doubtless thinks so. 
If 
he dots not he differs from most of his 
tribe. 
Orthodoxy seems genera’ly to have 
an unfortunate effect on those who believe 
iu it. 
It may improve their morals, but it 
hurts their manners. 
It certainly injures 
their temper ; for they can seldom meet 
anybody who possesses different opinions 
from them without getting angry and 
showing anger at every pore. 
Professing 
to be followers of the meek and lowly 
Jesus, they bristle with wrath whenever 
they meet with any opposition. 
They de­ 
nounce bitterly all liberal-minded persons 
who have the courage of their convictions, 
ranking liberty of a theological sort as the 
sum of all iniquities. 
The Salvation Army 
appears to be of 


THE REGULAR ORTHODOX STRIPE. 
Its officers have so conducted themselves in 
this city as naturally to excite prejudice 
against them. 
I make no ’question but 
that they are honest, reputable, well-in­ 
tentioned ; but they are extremely nar­ 
row, and as a consequence extremely in­ 
tolerant. 
While they are so bent on 
prayer, they might pray a little for the 
mending of their own manners, which 
would be desirable, for manners have a 
close relation to ethics—are indeed a sort 
of social religion. 
Perhaps if orthodoxists 
should have less faith and better behavior 
they would commend themselves and their 
cause to a larger and more thoughtful 
class of the community. 
That the Salva­ 
tion Army should cross the sea for the pur­ 
pose of converting people in this country 
seem3 absurd enough. 
Presuming ortho­ 
doxy to be a great gain, special exhorta­ 
tions, prayers and the like, offered as emo­ 
tional stimulants are, seldom do any per­ 
manent benefit. 
Such conversion is very 
apt to be followed by reaction, as the his­ 
tory 
of all 
revivals 
shows. 
It is a 
species of spiritual dram-drinking, which 
in the end produces more harm than good. 
The army lias a more promising field at 
home than abroad. 
London needs its ex­ 
ertions more than New York, bad as New 
York may be ; for if ever there was a 
Sodom and Gomorrah combined, it is there. 
The salvation soldiers expect to benefit the 
poor and ignorant, and poorer and more 
ignorant people cannot be found in all civ­ 
ilization. 
The lower classes there, as well 
as here, do not need to be preached to and 
prayed fur. 
They need nourishing food, 
wholesome habitations, comfortable cloth­ 
ing, habits of self-restraint. 
When they 
have these they may be in a condition to 
hear spiritual truths, but not till then. To 
talk of religion, of Christianity, to people 
who are ill clad, ill fed, wretched from 
mere physical causes, is a waste of breath ; 
nay more, it is an impertinence—almost an 
affront. 
The poor of London and New 
York need to have their bodies looked af­ 
ter far more than their souls. 
The Salva­ 
tion Army, like most associations of the 
sort, are on the wrong track ; they are 
daily blundering ; they are wasting their 
ammunition. If they care to benefit human­ 
ity, let them practice benevolence instead 
of preaching theology.

I tion to the Atlantic, y<are ago, was a story 
entitled “ In a Cellar.” James Russell 
Lowell, who was then editor of the month­ 
ly, read it and fousd it so admirable that 
he coirld not believe it original. 
Imagin­ 
ing it to be a translation from the French, 
lie held it over two numbers to learn 
whether his suspicion was correct. 
When 
published, it attracted wide attention and 
made her known. 
Shi chose literature as 
a means of earning money, for she then had 
her fatlier'3 family dependent on her, and 
she has worked most faithfully in their be­ 
half. 
In person she is as attractive as in 
manner. 
rihe has a very fine, delicate, 
spiritual faaa;. a slight, tall figure; is 
graceful in movement, quick to appreciate 
aught worth appreciation, and has no ob­ 
jection to telling that she is 44 years old, 


A v m v CHEAP WIVE. 
Many men say, with a y e a t deal* of 
truth, that they cannot afford to marry. 
But for all their laying a largs proportion 
of them do marry on slight provocation— 
perhaps to prove that their words are wiser 
than their acts. 
Wives are cheat) enough,, 
but matrimony is very apt to lie dear. 
It 
is remarkable, and unfortunate, too, that 
it is so easy to get married. 
Men and 
women are connubially given away, and 
yet they are often found very expensive. 
An instance of this wa* furnished here the 
other day, in the Market Police Court, 
where it was shown that John Bumber had 
offered to sell his wife to another German, 
Frederic Benyer, for five cents, cash down. 
The money was paid in a beer shop, and 
they ratified the trade over a glass of lager, 
each settling for his own. 
In less than a 
week Benyer sought out Bumber, and, de­ 
claring that he had given an extravagant 
price, asked for the return of the five 
cents, and wanted tagive back the uxorial 
property. 
The husband refused peremp­ 
torily to undo what had been done. 
He 
would neither surrender the nickel nor 
receive his spouse again. 
She lias since caused his arrest for aban­ 
donment, and he charges her as a set-off 
with abandoning him. 
The Justice refused 
to interfere with this domestic complication, 
and so the matter stands. 
We hope, for 
the sake of the sex, that this latest quota­ 
tion will not be accepted as a ruling one.. 
It seems to be a mean attempt to bear the 
conjugal market. 
There are a good many 
women, we fear, who have not much value : 
but we decline to believe that any one of 
the number is not worth five cents. 
If 
that be an extravagant estimate for Mrs. 
Bumber as a wife, she would certainly 
commaud more as a woman. 
She is repre­ 
sented as healthy and able-bodied, and 
could no doubt earn a dollar a day by 
washing. 
Bumber evidently depreciates 
her, and BeDyer depreciates her still more. 
The women’s-rights women should look 
alter that couple. 
There is no reason why 
women should rule so low. 
When an or­ 
dinary man is computed at $5,000, why 
should an ordinary woman go for five cents, 
and be reckoned dear at that ? 


RUSSIA AND AMERICA. 
Most of us like to know how foreigners 
live, and wherein their habits differ from 
our own. 
An educated Russian (we are 
muoh interested just now in Russia), who 
has just come to these shores and this city, 
describes the ways of his compatriots in a 
clear, succinct manner. He says that chil­ 
dren are not always sent to school there as 
soon as they are old enough to go, as is the 
custom here. 
They often stay at home 
and study something, especially languages. 
In most families, not peasants, boys and 
girls learn to read one or two foreign, 
tongues, and frequently to speak English, 
French and German. Nobody is considered 
educated there who is not acquainted with 
at least one foreign language, commonly 
French. 
English is studied more every 
year. 
Twenty Russians speak it now 
where only one could speak it thirty years 
ago. 
The upper classes pass their time 
very much as they do here, except that 
they are less occupied and they seldom 
travel. 
The wealth of the country is in 
land and such property as cannot readily 
be turned into mouey, of which the Rus­ 
sians have very little. 
Their houses are 
generally large, and made to resist tho 
cold ; are much plainer, less convenient, 
less expensive than American houses. 
Be­ 
fore tlie 
serfs had been 
emancipated, 
landed proprietors 
looked closely after 
their 
affairs, 
but 
now 
they 
intrust 
these 
to 
their steward 
or 
manager, 
which 
leads to financial looseness and 
loads the farms with mortgages. 
The 
steward 
steals 
from 
the 
proprietor, 
and by connivance with the peasant fails 
to collect rents. 
Tillers of the soil live in 
villages made up of long rows of huts, 
almost the only other structures being 
churches, built in style nearly as old as the 
Renaissance. 
The peasants arc extremely 
superstitious ; the priests exercise great 
power over them, making them do what­ 
ever they choose. 
Women work as hard 
as the men, carrying heavy burdens and 
toiling equally in the fields. 
The regular 
life ot 75,000,000 Russians is the life of 
simple, industrious farmers, contending 
against a very rigorous climate. 
The boys 
begiu when very young to work with their 
fathers. 
The people believe that the land 
and forests belong to them in common, and 
though they do uot possess these, their 
conviction remains unchanged. 
The Rus­ 
sian roads, albtit much improved of late, 
are still very poor. 
The general condition 
of the country is the reverse of favorable. 
Most of the jieople are very poor ; discon­ 
tent is steadily increasing, along w ith of­ 
ficial corruption, aud everything portends 
marked and speedy change. 
Nearly all 
thoughtful Russians, whether in or out of 
office, believe that the present form of gov­ 
ernment must ere long give way before 
rapidly-growing opposition.

Julia Fletcher, the novelist, who was re­ 
cently jilted by Lord Wentworth, Byron’s 
grandson, has been so much affected by 
the broken engagement that she is still con­ 
fined to her room, and that her pliysiciana 
fear she may not recover.

THE QUESTION OF TEE BALLOT PAPEK. 


The question which has been raised in 
regard to the legality of the ballots used 
by the Citizens’ Committee at the late San 
Francisco election is one which the Codes 
throw a good deal of light upon. 
In 
Chapter 8, Title II. of the Political Code, 
Section 1191, it is provided th at “ No 
“ ticket must be used at any election, or 
“ circulated on the day of election, unless 
“ (1.) It ia w ritten or printed on paper 
“ furnished by the Secretary of State, or 
“ upon paper in every respect precisely 
“ like sucn paper.” 
Section 1198 provides 
th at the “ Secretary of State m ust provide 
“ and keep constantly on hand a sufficient 
“ quantity of paper, uniform in color, 
“ weight, texture and appearance.” 
Sec­ 
tion 1'20S provides th at “ when a ballot 
“ found in any ballot-box does not conform 
“ to the requirements of Section 1191, it 
“ must, w ith all its contents, be rejected. 
Iu the present case it is asserted th at the 
ballots furnished by the Citizens’ Commit­ 
tee were printed upon paper which was 
not uniform in color, weight and texture 
willi the paper used by the Sandlotters, 
and th at 
the latter 
procured 
their 
paper directly from the Secretary of State. 
As the latter official states that he sold 
no paper save to the \\ orkiugmen’s agent, 
for use at the late election, it may be 
aisnmed without further argumeut that 
the paper of the Citizens’ Committee was 
procured of other dealers. 
The fact cf a 
plainly distinguishable difference between 
the two kinds of tickets appears to be ad­ 
m itted on both sides, and if there was no 
such uniformity as the law expressly re­ 
quires, it follows that the ballots of the 
Citizens’ Committee did not fulfill the 
statutory requirements, and ought to have 
been rejeeted by the Boards of Election. 
The Boards of Election, however, did not 
reject them, but accepted and counted 
them, and therefore a new question arises 
here upon the effect of this action. 
A 
matter-of-fact construction of the Code 
provisions appears to justify the conclu­ 
sion th at the absence of uniformity iu the 
Citizens’ ballots rendered them technically 
illegal. 
This, however, is by no means the 
end of the case, for if this construction 
were followed out it would obviously de­ 
mand 
the 
rejection 
ot 
the 
entire 
Citizens’ 
vote. 
T hat 
no 
doubt 
Í3 
w hat the .Sandlotters would like, but it has 
been decided by the Supreme Court of 
this State th at it Í3 not permissible to 
disfranchise citizens by wholesale for tech­ 
nical irregularities, and therefore there is 
no ground for supposing th at the Sandlot­ 
ters can take anything by their protests at 
this time. 
B ut though there ¡3 no danger 
that the vote of the majority can be nulli­ 
fied on any such showing, it is none the 
less apparent th at the Citizens' Committee 
made a gross and inexcusable blunder ia 
neglecting to make assurance doubly sure 
as regarded the legality of their ballots. 
It is not likely th at politicians would have 
made such a mistake as thi3, but the prob­ 
ability is th at some merchant in San Fran­ 
cisco had a quantity of ballot paper on 
hand, and th at it wa3 thought better to 
give the profit of the transaction to him 
than to go direct to the Secretary of State. 


AND 
NOW 
FOB 
TH3 SENATE. 


A last desperate effort was made in the 
Assembly yesterday to defeat all legisla­ 
tion on the debris question, but the ob­ 
structionists were beaten, and the motion 
to reconsider was rejected. 
The bill now 
goes to the Senate, and we desire to 
bespeak for it the favorable consideration 
of th at body. 
W e hope that Senators 
have followed the discussion of this mo­ 
mentous question closely enough to render 
unnecessary a reopening of it from the 
beginning, and th at they liave already 
recognized the necessity of action, and 
have examined the Young bill sufficiently 
to satisfy themselves that it is the best 
solution the situation admits of. 
A better 
measure could undoubtedly have 
been 
framed if it bad been possible to obtain 
for it unbiased, dispassionate, and intelli­ 
gent 
consideration. 
But the force of 
ignorance, 
prejudice, 
stupidity, 
blind 
selfishness 
and 
deinagogism, 
proved 
too 
strong 
for 
any 
merely 
rational 
and statesm anlike scheme, and it was 
found necessary to make concessions here 
and there which gradually changed the 
entire character of the proposition, and 
made it the hybrid arrangement it is to­ 
day. 
Throughout the stormy contest, 
however, the main remedial plau has been 
resolutely retained, and this is after ali 
the life of the bill. 
It provides for dams 
and levees ; dams in the mountains, to 
hold the coarse debris; levees in the val­ 
leys, to confine the rivers and so increase 
their velocity th at they will carry down 
the 
lighter 
debris. 
Fortunately 
this 
groundwork has come scathless out of the 
fierce fight, and the virtue of this lies in 
th e fact that it Í3 in strict accordance with 
the conclusions of the engineers. 
The bat­ 
tle raged most fiercely on the question of 
raising the revenue, and after fading iu 
every other method agreement has been 
reached on the 
composite compromise 
plan 
now 
embodied 
in 
the 
bill. 
I t 
has been sought to make all who are 
to contribute to the work pay in propor­ 
tion to benefits and responsibilities. 
No 
fairer mode of assigning assessments can 
be devised. 
I t makes those who have 
produced tho mischief, and those who are 
to reap indirect but large benefits from 
the remedies, pay the most. 
And it ren­ 
ders it possible for these classes to bear 
their just share of the burden by distrib­ 
uting the remainder of the charges over the 
whole of the community. 
Experience has 
shown that no other arrangement could 
command the approval of the majority, 
while this undoubtedly does so. 
I t is the 
only chance of effectual relief now rem ain­ 
ing to the residents of the Sacramento 
valley. 
They both solicit and demand its 
enactment, and the Senate can therefore 
commend itself to the people in no surer 
way than by passing the bill as quickly as 
possible, and transm itting it to the Gov­ 
ernor for signature.

A w e a lth y English parvenu, who began 
life with a lapstone on his knee, invited 
K ulak, the great pianist, to dinner, and im­ 
mediately after the meal insisted on his 
playing for the company. 
Kulak com­ 
plied, and invited the snob to a dinner at 
his residence on the following Sunday. 
A fter the meal K ulak astonished his guests 
by placing a pair of old shoes before his 
rich parvenu friend. 
“ W hat are these 
fo r’’’ queried the latter. 
Kulak replied: 
“ Last Sunday you did me the honor to in­ 
vite me to dinue-, and insisted upon my 
paying with music. 
I have returned the 
compliment, and require my shoes to be 
mended. 
Every man to his trade.” 


The case, however, is full of complica­ 
tions, and some of its aspects tend to show 
how difficult it is to carry out the provi­ 
sions of such a law as obtains here. 
Thus 
it is said th at there have been at least 
three distinct qualities and shades of paper 
purchased at different timc3 by th s Secre­ 
tary of State. 
Now, while perhaps there 
might be very little apparent difference be­ 
tween the first and the second lot, or be­ 
tween the second and the third lot, the 
difference between the first and third may 
easily have been so marked as to render 
them plainly distinguishable, and this 
appears 
to have 
been 
w hat 
actually 
happened. 
It 
may 
therefore 
be 
al­ 
leged 
th at 
the 
Secretary 
ot 
State, 
in 
endeavoring to carry out tho law', 
himself produced the condition of things 
which lias resulted in 
its 
violation. 
Again, it must be realized th at tinted 
paper is very apt to undergo a change of 
color by keeping, or by exposure to the 
light, so th at between an old lot of paper 
anil a new lot, both of which were orig­ 
inally the same color, there might be a per­ 
ceptible difference. 
It is also quite con­ 
ceivable th at difference of color-perception 
between two Secretaries of State might 
lead to the unconscious changing of the 
tin t of the ballot-paper. 
Thus a color­ 
blind Secretary of State might produce 
the most astonishing discords of tint, and 
in all good faith sow the seed for innum er­ 
able protests and proceedings. 
The em­ 
ployment of any coloring m atter in the 
paper u3ed for ballots is 
probably a 
mistake. 
If the law provided the use 
of 
white 
paper 
alone, 
merely 
stip­ 
ulating 
for 
uniformity 
in 
weight 
and texture, no such confusion as the 
late 
election 
gave 
rise 
to 
could 
occur. 
Secretary Burns is said to have 
expressed an intention to procure paper of 
some odd tint, but we believe any tint 
w hatever is objectionable, and provocative 
of just such embarrassments as this case 
presents. 
The affair does not seem to bear 
a very im portant aspect, since it is evident 
that the difference in the paper was acci­ 
dental, and very probable th at it grew out 
of an inadvertence on the part of the late 
Secretary of State. 
The Sandlotters have 
nothing to hope for from this attem pt to 
invalidate the election, and the only lesson 
to be derived from the incident is the im­ 
portance of framing laws so th at their very 
elaborateness does not render their defeat 
at times unavoidable. 


A 
SEASON 
OF 
STRIK ES. 


A season of labor strikes lias set in, and 
there are indications th at the coming spring 
and summer will witness a far more nu­ 
merous array than usual of these disas­ 
trous follies. 
Both east and west the 
tendency is visible, and it would seem that 
the only result of the organization of 
labor up to the present time had been to 
euable it to waste greater amounts of its 
earnings than 
it could do previously. 
Modern strikes, sustained as they are by 
organization, and distributed over a large 
area, perhaps seem easier than of old, but 
they are certainly not more successful as a 
rule, and they consume a frightful propor­ 
tion of the etrnings of labor. 
Organiza­ 
tion, indeed, has apparently increased the 
difficulty of making strikes successful, by­ 
strengthening the tem ptation to indulge in 
them unseasonably. 
Strikes are rarely 
justified by the circumstances, and they 
can never succeed but when they are made 
upon a rising m arket 
Y et strikers quite 
as frequently choose periods of depression 
for their demonstrations, and their em­ 
ployers are generally more willing to shut 
down their works than to accede to de­ 
mands which the condition of commerce 
renders unreasonable. 
Extensive strikes, 
agaiu, are suicidal, for since the suc­ 
cess of 
any strike depends 
on the 
ability of the strikers to hold out, and since 
that depends upon the amount of the wages 
fund from which they derive their support, 
it follows that no great strike can ever be 
a long one, because the more men are out 


of work the sooner will they exhaust the 
revenues of those who are contributing to 
their support. 
A small strike of workmen 
whose specialty cannot be supplied by new 
hands, will often, if well supported by the 
parent organization, 
prove 
successful; 
but all general strikes defeat their own 
purpose, and go to pieces in a very short 
time by their own cumbrousness. 
They 
appear at the outset to be very formidable, 
and they make a great deal of noise, but 
they have not the stability to gain their 
end, and they always result in the defeat 
of the strikers, and in the absolute de­ 
struction of their accumulated earuings for 
some months or years. 
The history of 
strikes shows th at the losses occasioned by 
them have been enormously greater than 
the gains, and th a t unless workingmen 
can obtain sounder and wiser guidance 
than they have ever had yet, they would do 
well to abandon th at mode of attem pting to 
enforce their demands altogether. 


TH E 
CH IN ESE 
FISH ER M E N . 


The Senate is having a good deal of un­ 
necessary trouble over the bill to prohibit 
Chinese fishermen from plying their voca­ 
tion in the waters of the State. 
Senators 
scarcely attem pt to conceal their realiza­ 
tion of its u tter unconstitutionality, and 
yet they cannot bring themselves to take a 
manly and dignified position upon it. 
It 
has been proposed to get over the objection 
of unconstitutionality by making the pro­ 
visions of the bill apply to all aliens. 
As 
the principal rivals of the Chinese fisher­ 
men are Creeks, Italians, Portuguese, and 
other foreigners, a large percentage of 
whom are unnaturalized, it will be seen 
th at such an adjustm ent of the difficulty 
would develop more trouble than it cured. 
Moreover, the right of a State to pass laws 
w ith regard to any aliens which contra­ 
vene the provisions 
of U nited States 
treaties, is a question 
which Senators 
would do well to ponder seriously before 
they 
attem pt 
anything 
of 
the kind. 
The presumption is th at this bill is really 
sought in tho interests of the foreign fish­ 
ermen referred to, however, and if th at 
is the casa it is clear th at the change 
proposed would effectually defeat its origi­ 
nal purpose, besides extending the area 
of Know-Nothing legislation indefinitely. 
The Senate is, perhaps, anxious to show its 
anti-Chinese sentim ent as emphatically as 
possible, but it ought to be able to perceive 
th at this cannot be done by the passage of 
statutes which are sure to be declared null 
and void as soon as they are taken into the 
Courts. 
Such a prohibition as is here pro­ 
posed is s im p ly impracticable, and it is a 
waste of time to debate it seriously. 
So 
long as the Burlingame treaty stands, it 
will be useless to attem pt any kind of in 
vidious discrimination against tho Chinese 
Probably it is not necessary to enlarge 
upon the reasons which render it iuexpe 
dieut to include all other aliens in these 
prohibitions, but they 
are 
sufficiently 
strong to compel tho abandonment of any 
such ideas by all who wish to avoid be­ 
coming laughing-stocks for the rest of the 


c o u n try . 
♦

HILL AND KELLOGG. 


Senator H ill has not appeared to ad­ 
vantage in the Kellogg affair. 
He has 
displayed a trickiness which is somewhat 
of a surprise, and he has even been de­ 
tected in a very underhanded attem pt to 
evade a duty imposed upon him by a com­ 
m ittee of which he was chairman. 
His 
unscrupulous pursuit of Kellogg has evi­ 
dently not been much more pleasing to 
some of his own party than to Kellogg’s 
political friends, for it is perfectly apparent 
th at the establishment of such a precedent 
as the expulsion of a Senator by a majority 
vote could only he safe so long ,as the 
majority was w ith the party establishing 
it. 
th e eases of Kellogg and B utler are 
indeed so similar th at it would he impossi­ 
ble to expel one w ithout making the other 
shake in his seat. 
And if the Democrats 
turn Kellogg out merely because they have 
a present majority, it may be regarded as 
certain th at the Republicans would turn 
Butler out the instant they obtained a nu­ 
merical superiority. 
In fact the applica­ 
tion 
of 
H ill's principle is so full 
of 
danger, and so incapable of 
being re­ 
stricted, th at no party can afford to adopt it, 
We do not believe th at the Democrats in 
the Senate can be brought to vote with 
strict reference to party lines upon the 
question. 
It is indeed already intim ated 
th at some six of them refuse to do so, and 
th at more may follow. It is of course clear 
enough th at pressure is being brought to 
bear upon them from outside, in the inter­ 
est of future political schemes. 
They are 
being urged to unseat Kellogg in view of 
the Presidential election. 
H ad it not 
been for th at the proposition would never 
have been ventured upoD, and even as it is 
the dangers of the course are so obvious 
th at prudent politicians regard them as 
counterbalancing any possible gain to be de­ 
rived from the stratagem. 
The Republi­ 
cans can far better afford to lose this seat 
than their opponents can to gain a seat on 
such terms, in fact, and this consideration 
is evidently present to the cooler heads 
among the Democrats. 


SAN 
FRANCISCO 
ITEM 3. 


[From San Francisco exchanges of April lst.l 
The total treasure shipped from this port 
in March was 84,604,374 09. 
During the month of March the police 
made 1,750 arrests. 
The County Clerk, during March, issued 
164 marriage licenses, which netted a rev­ 
enue of §328 to the county. 
D aring the month of March the Mint 
in this city coined 25,000 double eagles, 
71.000 eagles, 
131,000 half-eagles 
and 
470.000 standard dollars—in all 627,000 
pieces, of the value of 82,265,000. 
Three hundred and eight actions were 
brought in the Superior Court last month, 
an average of altout twelve a day. 
The 
County Clerk collected SI from each com­ 
plaint for the benefit of the Law Library. 
The U nited States Grand Ju ry has made 
its final report and l>een discharged, after 
having presented 183 indictments, chiefiy 
for tritling violations of the internal reve­ 
nue laws. 
The most serious were two for 
perjury. 
The m ilitary camp, which was estab­ 
lished and kept up at the old City Hall for 
over a month, was broken up yesterday 
afternoon. 
The Gatling battery and the 
arms were returned to the armories of the 
various companies having charge of the 
same. 
Two invoices of tea, which arrived in 
port a few days ago from China on the 
steamship Belgic, and consigned to Chinese 
firms, consisting of 106 chests, have been 
seized by Custom-house officers for viola­ 
tion of the revenue laws. 
A large quantity 
of tobacco and boxes of Rilk goo<l3 were 
found secreted in the tea. 
The British bark Oriente, which arrived 
recently in Liverpool from San Francisco, 
was struck by a whale on the 25th of De­ 
cember, while off Cape Horn. 
The whale 
struck the ship on the port bow, between 
the 8 and 19 feet marks, broke two beams 
of th e ’tween-forecastle deck, and also broke 
the deck and bilged in the bnlkhead. A fter 
that the vessel made aboat sixty buckets 
of water per day in the fore compartment. 
W hether the whale suffered from the en­ 
counter is not known. 


Fifty-seven years ago the New Yorkers 
were gaz'mg in wonder on their first gas­ 
lig h t

M a n sfield, April 1st.—Secretary Sher­ 
man was received with much demonstration 
along the line of road hither. 
A vast crowd 
met him here with bands, and formed a pro­ 
cession of escort along the gaily decorated 
streets. 
The Secretary only made brief re­ 
marks to his friends, reserving his speech for 
Miller H all in the evening, when, referring 
to his previous innocent remark that he had 
come home last fail “ to repair his fences,” 
lie said that, thanks to his friend Mr. Nigh, 
those fences were now in repair, and he hail 
come home because he wanted to ; because bis 
heart turned towards home. 
He continued: 
W hat I say to you will he read hy m any who do 
not sym pathize with you in your generous partiality, 
bu t it is duo to them , as well as to you, th at what I 
say shall he frank, m anly and truthiu!. 
By the 
course of recent events, and not hy m y self seeking, 
my name is m entioned am ong those from whom the 
Republican party will select one to carry its banner 
iu the approaching Presidential contest. 
It is not 
egotism to state tins fact, and it is not m anly to 
shrink from the criticism and scrutiny which such a 
course necessarily invites and provokes. 
1 accepted 
the position w ithout a pretense of mock modesty, 
leeause I did not think it right to allow my friends 
to put themselves to trouble on my account without 
a frank avowal. 
1 was willing to accept, and that

There s one condition, scarcely necessary to state, 
upon w hich my candidacy depends, and th at is, if 
the Republicans of Ohio do not fairly and fully in 
th eir Convention express a preference fur me, and 
stm port it w ith substantial unanim ity in the Na­ 
tional Convention, my name will n t he presented 
to th a t Convention w ith my consent. 
[Applause.) 
This, fcllow-citizens, is about ail, and is perhaps 
more than 1 ought to say about personal m atters, 
for in tile great contest in which we are about to 
engage the hojies and am bitions, and even the lives, 
of men are of hut little account, compared with the 
issues involved. 
When American politics are so 
tranquil th at a mere choice i f men, and not great

either of these prim ary conditions of good govern­ 
m ent. 
Though there are many men iu that | arty 
whose friendship I highly prize, yet I never con­ 
cealed from them , or from you, my profound dis 
tru st of the principles and the tendencies and the 
aims ui thai par v, and now , more than ever, I 
would regal d i s success in gainh g control of 11:-- 
executive and judicial branches of th e Government 
as an unraixed calamity. 
The Secretary then referred to the great 
changes that have taken place since 1877, 
when the Democrats elected Senators from 
the great ccutral States, whose control passed 
from the hands of the Republicans, and even 
Illinois .sent an Independent.

Raper was below par ; distrust, idleness and 
thriftlessness were uppermost, and the 4i per 
cent, bonds were with difficulty sold at par. 
Now the before idle men are busy ; money is 
at par and credit universal; capital no longer 
hoarded ; new industries are springing up ; 
the public debt is rapidly decreasing, this 
mouth’s decrease being greater than ever be­ 
fore—814,000,000. [Great applause.] Hun­ 
dreds of millions of our bonds are sold above 
par and at a large premium, and bonds at a 
still lower rate may perhaps be negotiated. 
The Republicans last fall carried by a 
majority

plurality 
every 
North­ 
ern 
State where 
elections 
were 
held. 
It is confidently believed that Oregon and 
Indiana would have gone Republican if they 
had had elections, and that in a fair election 
five Southern States would give Republican 
majorities. 
There are changed conditions 
under which this campaign is entered. 
He 
did not attribute it all to the policy of the 
Republican party, for Providence, giving 
bounteous crops, and a willingness to work 
aided their policy, without which the Repub­ 
lican party could not have succeeded. 
If 
Democratic ideas had prevailed, our credit 
would be languid, industry’ flagging and cur­ 
rency depreciated. The question now is, 
whether tne Democratic policy shall supplant 
the Republican. A Democratic administra­ 
tion would in the course of one term change 
the Supreme Bench to a Democratic body. 
He alluded to the hold which the South 
hail upon the entire Government as a dis­ 
grace which would read strangely in history. 
If they enrry the next election, and gain 
complete control, then the rebellion of 1S61 
is a success.

Every citizen in 
the South, as in the North, must be secure in 
theenjoyment of civiland political rights, and 
every power of the National Government 
must bo exercised to this end. 
[Loud and 
long-continued applause.] 
This issue is 
broadly defined, and the only question is 
whether it shall be now settled once for all, 
or whether it shall, by ceaseless agitation, con­ 
tinue to disturb our politics. The South never 
can and never ought to prosper while the 
great body of her laboring population is held 
in subjection, and deprived, as is the case 
now, of rights plainly given them by the 
Constitution. 
The Nortu is growing, and the 
South will lie decaying until this issue is set­ 
tled. as all such issues must be in a republic, 
in favor of a full protection by law of every 
person in the enjoyment of liberty and jus­ 
tice. Next to the firm and judicious enforce­ 
ment of the law by the Courts, the best 
remedy in the South would be the encourage­ 
ment of common schools, such as are almost 
universal in tho North. This should be 
done as a matter of public policy, both bv 
the State and National Government. 
If the 
O’ lored people of the South were redeemed 
from the ignorance caused by slavery, it 
would be no more possible to overawe and 
overcome them by Kuklux Klans and tissue 
billots than it would be possible here iu the 
North. 
I say, then, in conclusion, that the 
Republican party is about to appeal to the 
American people to stand by the policy that 
has secured you pronounced prosperity, aud 
will secure to all our jteople equal civil and 
politicil rights. 
Let the National Conven­ 
tion, and without bias or prejudice, say who 
best can secure success, and the Republican 
pirty, like a well drilled army, will whetl 
into line and overcome the last vestige of the 
great rebellion of 1861. [Loud and prolonged 
applause. ] 


Jesse D. Carr on P. elBe Coast Mall Ser­ 
vice- Charge* or Crookedness. 


W a s h in g to n , April 1st.—During a debate 
in the House of Representatives on the Civil 
Service Deficiency bill, Blackburn, of Ken­ 
tucky, sent up to the Clerk’s desk, and bad 
read as part of his remarks, a long letter re­ 
ceived by him from Jesse D. Carr, of Cali­ 
fornia, dated Salinas, City, March 17th. Mr. 
Carr begins his letter by stating that he is an 


old mail contractor, and familiar with the 
workings of the Poetcffice Department and 
mail service, and although as a Pacific coast 
man he is an advocate of liberal facilities for 
that coa-t, be earnestly protests against the 
manner in which the whole thing is managed. 
He proceeds to charge that for a long time, 
at.d especially during the past eighteen or 
twenty months, there has been in connection 
with the Pacific coast mail service the most 
reckless and unnecessary expenditure of pub­ 
lic funds that can be imagined. 
He informs 
Representative Blackburn that he notified 
the Postmaster-General of the state of 
affairs as early as November, 1878, and that 
in January, 1879, he wrote again to him. and 
also to Representative Waddell, Chairman of 
the House Postal Committee. 
He refers 
Blackburn to these letters for particulars, 
saying : “ These letters were written when 
the facts were fresh ia my memory. 
I have 
none of the dates now before me that I had 
when I wrote them, but nothing has since 
changed my views.” He continues: “ I was 
much disappointed when Judge Key wrote 
to me in reply, thanking me for the informa­ 
tion I had given him, but at the same time 
declining to make any changes or to investi­ 
gate the matter, because ihe changes had 
been made by General Bradley in his absence, 
andas he (Judge Key) thought, upon good 
and sufficient evidence.” He goes ou to say 
that when he was in Washington in 1878, 
bidding ou mail contracts, Key told him and 
others that they should bid at what they 
expected to do the service for, ami that there 
would be no more shortening up of schedules 
and increase of service, he (Key) being 
determined to put a stop to such business. 
Carr bid §217,000 for the route from Fort 
Worth to Fort Yuma, expecting that the 
service would be shortened, and that he would 
receive perhaps $50,000 more. 
But another 
partv took the contract for 8131,000, aud iu 
less than five weeks had it increased to 8299,­ 
000. 
Carr says that he and other old con­ 
tractors on the Pacific coast complain of be­ 
ing deceived by the head of the Postoffice 
Department in this way, and although he 
does not doubt Judge Key’s integrity, he as­ 
serts that Key has been overreached aud 
managed by bad men. 
Carr, in this letter, 
specifies only one other route, namely, that 
from Redding to Yreka, which he says has 
been worked up from 84,000 to 822,000, 
“ without any earthly’ necessity for short­ 
ening the schedule,” but says, in general 
terms, that all 
the 
routes 
he 
wrote 
about to Key and Waddell 
ought 
to 
be put back to the original contract, except 
the \u m a and Port Worth route, on which 
the service was properly shortened, although 
too much money was paid for it. 
He says 
the Department, when it advertised for ser­ 
vice on these Pacific coast routes, knew what 
was required, and in most instances adver­ 
tised for just what was needed, but after they 
had been awarded to a few favorites, they 
were suddenly worked up beyond all reason­ 
able expectation, all of which leads him to 
rem ark: “ It does look to me as though there 
was something rotten somewhere along the 
line, but it will be many a long day before 
you can saddle the w rong upon any one ex­ 
cept by surmise. But you order the Post­ 
master-General to put back all contracts that 
amount to over 85,000 to the original letting, 
and you will find where the shoe pinches.” 
In conclusion, Mr. Carr writes that lie is 
ready to go before any committee and make 
good what he says, and sp is Mr. Buckley, of 
San Jose. 
G r a n t a t N ew O rleans. 
N e w O r l e a n s, April 1st.—General Grant 
reached Morgan City this afternoon, where a 
committee from here met him. He was heartily 
received along the whole line of travel, and ar­ 
riving here was escorted by a large procession 
to liis hotel, when he was welcomed by Gen­ 
eral Bushy and reviewed the procession.

Bushy’s address of welcome General Grant 
replied : 
Gentlemen and Citizens of New Orleans: After 
an absence of a great many years from you * State, 
1 atn happy to retu rn to it, and very proud of the 
reception 1 am receiving at your hands, and very 
glad th at it is given by your eilize. s irrespective of 
form er relations. 
The scenes of the war are now 
passed, and we are a united people. 
1 believe that 
ii this country should unfortunately become in- 
v o lte l in war we will all wear the same u n io rm and 
fight under the same flag. 
iChecrs. | 
1 hope for 
New Orleans and this section tile prosperity it de­ 
sirves.

8,000.

W a s h in g to n , April 1st. — Representative 
Horace Davis has received, and will to-day 
file at the State Department, an elaborate 
communication addressed to Secretary Evarts 
by Theodore A. Lord, of San Francisco, 
making very serious charges against Thomas 
T. Dawson, formerly of Oakland and now 
United States Consul at Apia. 
Lord’s truth­ 
fulness and reliability are vouched for to 
Congressman Davii by a number of most 
respectable citizens and business firms of San 
Francisco interested in the Samoan Islands, 
who write to him that Lord was selected by 
them to go to Samoa and advise them of the 
true state of affairs there on account óf his 
well-known integrity. Lord charges Consul 
Dawson with working in the interests of the 
German Government and German business 
houses against the interests of the American 
Government and American citizens. 
He 
says that he is a man of bad character, in 
fact, infamous wherever he is known, person­ 
ally dishonest and 
corrupt, and nothing 
less than “ a petty thief.” Lord also criti­ 
cises the convention entered into by Consul 
liawsou and German and English representa­ 
tives, witli the new King Maleatoa, hy which 
it is proposed to create Apia into a munici­ 
pality under the control of foreign consuls, 
with authority to levy a tax of five per cent, 
per year upon American residents, aud he 
and his San Francisco friends ask Secretary 
Evarts to disapprove this convention. 
Davis’ 
correspondent in 
a note inclosing these 
charges says : “ U ntil some decent, reliable 
man is appointed to succeed Dawson, there 
will be no safety for American interests in 
Samoa, and no encouragement for Americans 
to conMnd for a portion of its trade. 
If there 
were a reputable Consul there, a company 
would be formed bere at once to operate the 
sm’ar plantations of those islands; but parties 
are waiting for a change of Consul to be made 
before doing anything.” 
K a n sa s R e p u b lic a n S ta le C o n v e n tio n . 
T o p e k a , April 1st.—The Republican State 
Convention of Kansas assembled in Repre­ 
sentative HaU, L. Redden, Chairman. Com­ 
mittees on Credentials and Order of Bu-inees 
were appointed, and the Convention ad­ 
journed until 8 P. M. 
The organization is 
strictly Blaine. 
. 
At the evening session reports were re­ 
ceived from the Committee on Temporary 
Organization: also majority and minority re­ 
ports from the Committee on Rules and Or­ 
der of Business. The majority report recom­ 
mends the election by the Convention of tan 
delegates and ten alternates, four from the 
W i-i .nil two each from the ¡second and 


Third districts, and the election of five elect­ 
ors. 
The minority report favors the election 
of four delegates and four alternates at large, 
and a recess to allow each district to select 
two delegates each and the election of elect­ 
ors. 
The previous question was demanded on 
the adoption of the majority report, when 
general filibustering motions were made, t 
rulings of the Chair being invariably again 
the Grant men. 
The majority report was at last adopted by 
a vote of 184 to 130. 
The following resolution was offered, and 
the previous question moved on its adoption : 
Resolved, T hat the follow ing named gentlemen be 
elected us delegates to the National Republican 
Convention : John It. M artin, Perry Hutchinson, 
Geo. II. Case, S. Motz, O. S. Benedict, B. F. Simp­ 
son, B. W. Perkins, P. C. Pluuib, H. II. Wolcott 
and Wm. Thompson. 
Mr. Edwards raised the point of order that 
the Convention has no authority to elect the 
whole delegation under the call of the Na­ 
tional Republican Committee. 
He also de­ 
manded that the call be read, which the Chair 
refused to allow. 
Mr. W right announced that the Second 
District proposed to send its own delegates to 
Chicago, and would not submit to the elec­ 
tion of their delegates by this Convention. 
A motion to substitute the name of John 
J. Ingalls for that of John A. M artin was 
ruled out of order. 
Several points of order were raised and 
overruled, and a rising vote being had the 
Chair announced tkat 331 votes hail been 
counted, while there were only 316 delegates 
with a right to vote.

E d s . R e c o r d- U n io n : The people of this 
State have been kept in a state of useless fer­ 
ment and subjected to a vast deal of vexa­ 
tious annoyance because of the fact that a 
Secretary of State Borne six or seven years 
ago allowed either his stupidity or his cupidity 
to be overreached by a paper merchant in the 
selection of a paper to be used for ballots. 
Under the law the Secretary of State is re­ 
quired to designate a paper “ uniform as to 
texture, weight and color,” to be used for 
tickets. The object of the law was to secure 
perfect uniformity in the outward appearance 
of the ballotswhen folded in order to protect the 
secrecy of the ballot. 
If the Secretary Lad 
at once designated clear white book paper, 
stjy 44 pounds to the ream, every dealer would 
have been able to supply the demand, 
lie 
himself could have found that description of 
paper always iu the market, and could have 
ordered it as needed. 
The requirement as to 
color refers only to the shade, because a dif­ 
ferent shade as between tickets reveals their 
contents. IVhite was as much a color as pink 
or blue, within the meaning of the law, and 
manufacturers do succeed in producing an 
undistinguishable 
uniformity 
in 
white. 
But in coloring 
the 
pulp for a pink 
or 
blue 
tint 
it 
is simply impossible 
to produce the same shading of tint between 
any two lots of paper worked at different 
times. The Secretary who acted first under 
the law went to a dealer, and that party went 
East and engaged a manufacturer to make a 
pale pink-tinted paper, as unlike any paper 
iu the general market as possible. 
The re­ 
quirement of the law was that the paper 
should be procured of the Secretary of 
State, or paper “ in all respects like that des­ 
ignated ” by the Secretary. 
When this 
dealer brought back the stock of specially- 
manufactured paper he also brought a large 
private stock, and thus enjoyed a monopoly 
as to sale of ballot paper, except as to that 
furnished by the State Secretary. 
The paper 
was in “ flat cap” form, and the first stock 
was sold out at the very high price of 87 a 
ream. 
Later, other dealers sent samples 
East, and, as the paper appeared in general 
stocks, its price declined until the stuck on 
hand at the office of the Secretary was under­ 
sold and dealers did all the business. The 
tint then established has held its place as 
ballot paper ever since, chiefly because dealers 
kept it in stock, and it Is—as it was orginaliy 
intended to be—almost useless for any other 
purpose. 
The first lot imported was good 
papier, but latterly the paper is th in ‘ and 
worthless. The stock on hand now in the 
Secretary’s office is so flimsy and tiiin that a 
printed ballot may be read on the back. Ip 
the late city elections held in this city the 
names of candidates could be read on a 
freshly-printed ticket. 
I t is Lilly to longer 
perpetuate the gross blunder of the Secretary 
who procured this paper and foisted it on the 
State. I t was a most silly transaction, with 
all the appearance of a job. 
The common- 
sense thing to do is to designate a standard 
brand or description of paper found in all 
stocks of merchandise, b lear white, as every­ 
body familiar with the subject knows, luns 
more evculy than any other variety.

LOCAL INTELLIGENCE. 


T h e D ow d C ase.—The application of 
Jack Dowd for a second writ of habeas 
corpus was argued before J udgo Clark yes­ 
terday morning by defendant’s attorney, I. 
S. Brown, and District Attorney Buckley. 
The defense claimed that, as he had once 
been arrested and discharged on a writ of 
habeas corpus, he should not have been re­ 
arrested ; that the warrant was defective and 
the complaint insufficient. Judge Clark, 
however, refu.-ed to release bim, and instruct­ 
ed the officers to take him to Justice Haiues 
for examination. 
That magistrate, like 
Justice Gilmer. asserted that jurisdiction 
could not be conferred, and reftised to hear 
the case. Kach Justice admitted that were 
he to hear the case the defendant would be 
discharged. Judge Henry, of the Police 
Court, having once heard the evidence, 
expressed 
a decided 
opinion, 
which 
he still 
entertains. 
He 
does 
not, 
therefore, desire 
to again 
act, and 
the defense strongly object to such a 
course. The prosecution, on the other hand, 
does nut desire to have a hearing before a 
Justice who for the occasion might be ap­ 
pointed Police Judge, because the arngis- 
trates have expressed the opinion that Dowd 
cannot be held. The only way out of the 
difficulty now seems to be to continue the 
case until the Legislature passes a bill en­ 
abling the District Attorney to present a bill 
of indictment to the Superior Court. The 
bill has passed the Senate, been slightly 
amended by the Assembly, and has been 
sent to the Senate, and on its concurrence 
it is understood it will 
be 
promptly 
signed by the Governor and become a 
law. The case will thus come to trial in the 
Superior Court and be disposed of much 
Boouer than it could be by waiting for the ac 
tiona of a Grand Jury. The District Attor­ 
ney yesterday consented to a reduction of 
the bail to #100, which Dowd gave and was 
released. This was done because of his ina­ 
bility to furnish a larger amount, and because 
he has already been confined several weeks 
on account of the law’s delay. The ufficers 
have an abiding faith in his affection for the 
city where he enjoys such notoriety and where 
luck seems to run in his favor ; yet they con­ 
fidently assert that he will yet be convicted 
and placed where he can engage in no bunko 
games and sharp practices.

The Board of Police Commissioners met 
yeterday at 12:30 P. M. Mayor Turner and 
Judge Henry made some complimentary 
speeches, referring to E. 51. Stevens, the re­ 
tiring Chief of Police, and that gentleman 
responded by assuring the Board that he 
knew his successor to be eminently qualified. 
Judge Henry also expressed his regret at the 
absence of Judge Conger, a former member of 
the Board, but now deceased. The new 
Board then organized, with Mayor Turner 
presiding.

It 
would call for au additional expenditure of 
84,800 per annum, and necessitate increased 
taxation. It would, in his opinion, be an il­ 
legal act to transfer money from one fund to 
another. 
Judge Henry said if the force could legally 
be increased and their compensation pro­ 
vided, he favored the same, believing a larger 
force was needed to protect property. 
Mayor Turner asked the Commissioners to 
meet the Trustees and discuss the subject 
prior to tlie next meeting, aud this will be 
done. 
The Board then adjourned until 1 p. ji. 
next Monday, when they will elect officers.

The last plenriful warm 
rains this week more than assure us of big 
crops. 
During last week 720 dozen eggs were 
shipped from Downey to San Francisco by 
rail, and one firm in Downey have 2,500 
dozen yet on hand. Large quantities are 
shipped weekly to Los Angeles. 
A hen belonging to J. S. Miles, of this 
place, hatched out a chicken, having a per­ 
fect body and two wings, but the happy 
possessor of three legs, one of the legs 
having eight claws. This little natural 
curiosity is still chirping its advent into 
this “ breathing world” as we pen this 
item.—[Lower Lake Bulletin. 
The California Fish Commissioners have 
this year put into the Yuba river 5,000 
Eastern trout, hatched at San Leandro; 
15.000 into the Yosemite, 5,000 into the 
Little Truckee and Independence lake, 
6.000 into the Feather river and 14,000 
into the mountain streams, making in all 
50.000 young Eastern trout planted this 
year. 
Some Auburn children were playing at 
mining out in the suburbs one day last 
week, and were as much pleased as sur­ 
prised to find, on going through the opera­ 
tion of cleaning up, that they had really 
found some very rich quartz specimens.

Fanners are all busy arranging for the 
spring campaign. 
The Olympia Courier says : Six full sets 
of engineers’ surveying and traveling in­ 
struments have arrived at New Tacoma, 
and the managers of the Northern Pacific 
Railroad intend to put that number of 
companies iu the field as soon as the 
weather will permit, with orders to make 
thorough surveys of any aud all passes of 
the Cascades range that may seem at all 
practicable to them for a railroad route. 
Two prospecting miners named \V. II. 
Svvane and George Heisser, on last St. Pat­ 
rick's Day, in Silver District, about six 
miles below 3Iariposa, says the Mariposa 
Oazetle, struck what they think is the main 
chimney of the lead, which is only two 
inches wide on the surface and eighteen 
inches at a depth of seven feet. The rock 
is pronounced rich in silver, with a certain 
percentage of gold. The discoverers are 
much elated with their prospect. 
Alady on the West-bound train yesterday 
morning asked Conductor Hopkins, when 
the train reached here, how long it waited 
for breakfast, and on being informed that 
twenty-five minutes was tlie allotted time, 
remarked that that was ample for her to 
masticate what food she required, but 
thought it might hardly be sufficient to 
accommodate her mother, who accompanied 
her. The speaker, although 70 years of 
age, evidently regarded herself as still 
quite a young thing, but the mention of 
her mother as being present caused 
“ Hop.” to open his eyes in astonishment, 
and sure enough, here came the mother of 
the 70-year-old lass, who accompanied her 
daughter to breakfast. The age of the 
elder lady was ascertained to be 103 
years.—[Elko Independent. 
The St. Helena Star says that Miss Pris­ 
cilla Harrison, a visitor at the house of her 
sister, 3Irs. Cook, went out for a walk on 
the 11th of Marcli and did not return. 
Search was instituted and maintained for 
eight days, when tlie missing woman was 
found. The searching party was attracted 
to her by the barking of two dogs, which 
had accompanied her and kept with her all 
the time. It is thought that these dogs 
saved her life by keeping her warm nights, 
one sleeping on her feet and the other by 
her side. When it is remembered that it 
was freezing every night during that 
period, the fact of her surviving the ex­ 
posure at all Í3 remarkable. She was 
asleep cn a rock when found. Her gaiters 
and the bottom of her skirts were worn off' 
with the struggles through the brush, and 
she had taken parts of her clothing and 
wound them round her feet for protection. 
Her legs were covered with bruises, cuts 
and scratches from the brush, and her face 
and hands were also bacily cut up. She 
had followed off a little stream, it appears, 
too far to retrace her steps, and was unable 
to find her way out. The mountain is de­ 
scribed as of the wildest and most impass­ 
able character. 31is3 Harrison thought 
she had eaten nothing during her absence, 
aud Mrs. Cook thinks it likely that she 
really did not cat during all that time, as 
it has been her habit when feeling badly to 
refrain from eating for days together as a 
hygienic measure. The lost lady is getting 
along well, and apparently suffers little ill 
effects.

T h e T h e r m o p i l e . — Among the recent 
inventions by Mr. Edison, who, it seems, is 
not altogether absorbed in his electric light 
experiments, is that of w hat he calls the 
thermopile, designed for the measurement 
of infinitesimal degrees of heat. 
He de­ 
describes the instrum ent in the following 
w ords: “ It consistí of a carbon button 
placed between two metallic plates. 
A 
current of electricity is passed through one 
plate, then through the carbon and through 
the other plate. 
A piece of hard rubber or 
of gelatine is so supported as to press 
against these plates. 
The whole is then 
placed in connection with a galvanometer 
and an electric battery. 
H eat causes the 
strip of hard rubber to expand and press 
the plates closer together on the carbon, 
allows more current to pass through and 
dtllects the needle of the galvanometer. 
Cold decreases the pressure. 
Moisture 
near the strip of gelatine can be measured 
in the same way by increasing or decreas­ 
ing the pressure, and accordingly deflecting 
the needle. 
By means of this apparatus, 
or one combined with sensitive electrical 
galvanometers, it is possible to measure the 
millioneth part of a degree Fahrenheit. In­ 
finitesimal changes in the moisture of the 
atmosphere can he indicated in the same 
w ay—changes which are a hundred thou­ 
sand times less in quantity than those that 
can be indicated by the present barometer. 
I t will thus foretell a storm much more 
readily. 
The carbon button I have in this 
instrum ent is of lampblack burned from 
rigolene.”
